PRINCIPAL’S ADDRESS 
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1998 has been a full and exciting year at Bunbury SHS. I didn’t know what I was letting myself 
‘4 for when I came to this “school with a view” and a 75 year history, but I have quickly learned 
that this is a special school, on a very special site, that holds a very special place in the heart of 
its community. 


I have been made to feel so welcome by students, parents and staff alike, and I have really 
enjoyed the richness of life that BSHS offers. Our 75th Anniversary Celebrations were a major 
event that amply demonstrated the great affection for and ownership of their school that ex- 
students from all decades have. It was most apt that the official opening of the Performing Arts 
Centre occurred at the same time as it symbolised the school motto of moving forward. 


There have been many successful achievements by students from all year levels in 1998 in many 
fields of endeavour. I have been most impressed by the number of students who have represented 
their state in sporting teams, those who have participated in international Maths and Science 
competitions, as well as the many other extra curricular activities which enhance the cultural 
fabric of the school such as dance and drama festivals, the Rock Eisteddfod, Art exhibitions, the 
Reunion Island exchange visit, Italian exchange program, concert band and other musical events, 
photography and Outdoor Education camps. There is always something going on at Bunbury 
SHS that expands the life and learning experiences of its students, and the staff are to be 
congratulated and thanked for their tremendous efforts in providing these opportunities. 


Significant development is occurring in the curriculum area with staff working towards 
implementing a new framework covering eight learning areas. There will be greater emphasis 
on collaborative planning between teachers across various learning areas, especially in Year 8 in 
1999, and a more student-centred approach where students will be much more involved in and 
responsible for planning their own learning. Strong developments have also been occurring in 
the vocational education courses in the school which greatly enhance students’ “work readiness”. 
A major technology grant for 1999 will see improvements in the provision of computers and 
other related technology in classrooms. 


Exciting advances have also been made in the pastoral care area with a strong team of eight year 
coordinators appointed for 1999, and the launching of a whole school merit system. Student 
behaviour management processes and philosophies have also undergone major review and we 
should see benefits from this next year. 


At the end of my first year at “Bunno” I must say | am very proud to be here and to feel part of the 
very extended family that this school community is. Its arms reach out to all parts of the state, 
nation and the world, into all walks of life and then bend lovingly around its members when 
they need special care or attention. There is a precious thread that binds past and present staff 
and students together made up of many years of tradition and family connections, as well as 
pride and a warmth in the nature of the people who have lived and worked here. I thank you all 
for allowing me to share this family experience.

Continuing Music Department staff are, of course, Ms Melissa Spencer (Guitar and Popular Band) 
and Mr Geoff Ogden (Brass, Percussion and Concert Band)

night gave the Concert Band students a chance to perform with special guests from Collie Senior 
High School under the direction of Mr Geoff Ogden and Mr Bill Curtis.

This year there has been a greater opportunity for students to receive individual attention due to 
the appointment of Mrs Christine Corcoran as a Reading Resource Teacher. Some students have 
been able to practise skills on a one-to-one basis, within their normal lessons, making use of the 
fact that two teachers are present instead of one. 
Other students have practised skills using “Master 
Folders” or by taking part in “paved reading”. 


Masters folders have helped students with spelling 
and multiplication tables. Paved reading helps 
students gain confidence in reading out loud. 


There has been more opportunity for students to 
show what they can do and have their efforts 
supported by a member of staff either as a member 
of a small group or as an individual. 102 


Early in Term 3, 112 of our students from all year groups participated in the 1998 Australian Mathematics 
Competition. This very difficult mathematics test involved 522 000 students from 3327 schools around the 
world. The top 2% of students in each year group received High Distinction Certificates, the next 13% Distinctions 
and the next 35% received Credits. All year groups from our school were above state averages and 73 students 
of 112 won distinctions or credits which is our best effort in recent times. Congratulations to all students who 
were involved, particularly our certificate winners, but special mention must be made of Naeill Leigh of Year 8 
and Michael Benson of Year 10. Both boys won High Distinction Certificates by finishing in the top 2% of 
students in their year group which is an outstanding effort. 


Thanks are also extended to Mr Campbell and the Maths staff for making 
this opportunity available to our students.

My story came spitting out the Education Department’s fax machine twelve hours after the 
deadline. Considering I’d got the entry form two hours after deadline, that’s not too bad. 

I knew nothing about the competition; I just had a vague notion it was something big. And 
come September, I was a finalist in the Quest For Excellence Awards. It’s quite prestigious... 
run by the Education Department, sponsored by the Department of Minerals and Energy. It 
was a flash presentation ceremony at the Sheraton Grand River Ball Room and I had to wear 
atie. My English teachers from year 8 and year 12, Mr Nilsson and Ms Gatter, were there to 
see me... lose. Outgunned by a guy from John Curtin High School. So I missed out on the 
prize of a three day mining seminar to Kalgoorlie. I kid you not. I did get a nice certificate 
and a huge book on literature. 


The story was “The Souring”. It’s an existential work about the Kierkegaard Experiment in 
which reserructed war veterans are programmed into passionately believing weird religions 
to save them from despair... for Julian, it ends in irreconcilable hypocricy. It explores the 
concept of subjective truth - is it best to believe some thing, any thing, if it can save you from 
despair, even if it’s not true? It’s also about apples, but I won’t go into that side of it. It 
contains medium level violence and I’m 
surprised it hasn’t yet been removed from the 
library. 


1998 also saw the first time I was accepted 
for publication in an international science 
fiction magazine - Altair. “Strands Of Self” 
is set to be published in February 1999, 
alongside such luminaries as Sir Arthur C. 
Clarke (2001: A Space Odyssey), Joe 
Haldeman and other brilliant SF writers you 
haven’t heard of. My other publications in 
1998 - two stories and a poem in Brillig (the 
national students’ literary magazine) and a 
story in Under Magellanic Clouds (a SF 
journal), as well as a poem in Studio. The 
flip side: approximately sixteen rejects. As 
far as competitions went - I won the state Jean 
and Rawson Lang Short Story Competition, 
the Griffin Literary Awards (Open Fiction) 
and pulled off first, second and third places 
in the Mandruah Arts Council Writers’ 
Competition. I also kept Australia Post in 
business, printed out 1347 pages of stories, 
spent 548 hours in front of the computer 
screen and told myself I hated writing and I 
was never going to type another word on at least 8 separate occasions. 


Next year I want to get writing properly - I hope to get a book published... Not that it would 
make any difference to most people. No-one reads books these days. Or so the cliched 
lament goes. 113
